tually boost them to 75 cents an | 


hour. 

McDonough startled the  sur- 
prised committee further when he 
stated: 


1—Higher wages mean better 


production and higher profits. 

2—His firm made “too much 
money” during the war—an esti- 
mated $1,000,000 a year. 

3—He raised wages for the same 
reason that every employer does— 
he was forced to. 

4—An increase in the minimum 
wage rate would not affect prices. 

5—While everyone is hurt by low 
wages, the employer suffers most. 

McDonough contended that high- 
er wages would bring higher profits. 

“You bet they do,” he said. “High 
wages and high production are 
synonymous. , 
“People who do not have 
enough to eat, or who do not 
have proper clothing, are not 
in a position to produce. The 
only way they 
higher standard of living is to 
give them enough money so | 
they can buy the requirements 
of life.” |

“raised wages the way everybody 
has—because I’ve been forced to. |

Speaking before the 46th annual encampment of the Veterans the armed forces accumulated dur- 
of Foreign Wars, he emphasized that war veterans and workers 


“are in the same boat,’ that®— 
their interests are tied in closely | 


together and that “their hopes 


for the future of America and | 


the world point in the same di- 
rection.”” He added: 

“Le me say here and now, with 
all the emphasis at my command 
that anyone who tries to divide 
labor and the veterans and to set 
them against each other is an ene- 
my of American democracy.” 

Taking up foreign policy, 
Green said: 

“First of all, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is thoroughly con- 
vinced that the war just ended 
must be the last war. Unless war is 
abolished, civilization will be. No 
country is any longer safe from at- 
tack. Science has shrunk the world.

| Time and space have been dimin- 


ished. Atomic bombs and jet pro- 
pulsion have made all previous 
forms of destruction look puny. 
The next Pearl Harbor will not 
only be the beginning of a war but 


| the end of it as well. That’s why we 


dare not risk any future Pear] Har- 


| bors. We must take the lead in the 


formation of a United Nations Or- 


| ganization much stronger than the 


one already formulated, which will 
effectively banish for all time the 
use of armed force in the settle- 
ment of any international disputes. 
That’s where labor stands and we 
are confident that the veterans, 
who know the horrors of war, stand 


| with us on this issue. 


“Furthermore, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor cannot see how 
lasting peace is possible except upon 
a firm basis of international justice. 
We think it is completely shameful 
that some of the nations which 
made such idealistic pledges during 
are now behaving lke 
greedy spoilsmen. This is no time 
for petty bickering, for appease- 
ment or for seeking temporary ad- 
vantages. The failure of the council 
of foreign ministers in London to 
agree on equitable solutions of 
European problems fills us with 
dread of the future. We call upon 
our government to restore these 
negotiations to a higher plane, to 
reinspire our allies with the noble 
objectives for which we fought and 
to insist that America will not sub- 
scribe to any decision which is not 
based upon justice and equity. We 
trust that the veterans of this war 
will join us in that policy.” 

Turning to domestic issue, Mr. 
Green told the veterans: 

“As we face the future in our 
own land, labor is resolved on 
building a bigger and better 
America. Science and invention 
have opened up new frontiers 
and new opportunities for our 
people that offer greater 
promise than the pioneers fore- 


| 


saw. We cannot be satisfied 
with going back to the so-called | 
good old days. We remember 
that in those days a large pro- 
portion of our people lacked 
enough to eat, lived in slums or 
shacks and were unable to pro- 
tect and preserve their chil- 
dren’s health and provide the 
proper care and adequate edu- 
cation. Too many people in our 
country still suffer from such | 
conditions. | 

“To boast about high American | 
standards of living at a time when 
these standards are denied to many 
millions of Americans is a pitiful 
mockery of intelligence. 

“These achievements are possible 
in the immediate future if we but 
realize that man is the master and 
not the slave of the machine. We 
must put human rights not only 
upon a par but above and beyond 
property rights. We must estab- 
lish an economy with a conscience. 

“America has the resources, the 
know-how and the productive capa- 
city to raise living standards far 
higher than any hitherto enjoyed.” 

“Organized labor has_ sup- 
ported and will continue to 
give its full backing to legis- 
lation designed to provide bet- 
ter employment, educational 
and business opportunities for 
the men mustered out of uni- 
form. 

“Our unions welcome ex-service- 
men into membership and waive 
initiation fees for them. Those who

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EF. FLORE, AFL VICE PRESIDENT, DIES 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—Edward Frank Flore, 67, a vice president of the 


| Restaurant Employes’ International Alliance and Bartenders’ Interna- 
tional League, died at his home here September 27th. 

One of America’s well known labor leaders, Mr. Flore also was a 
member of the AFL’s Executive Council. 

He was born in Buffalo. At the age of 9 he was washing beer glasses 
in his father’s saloon. In 1890 he joined Local 175 of the Hotel and 
Restaurant Employes’ Union, and thereafter devoted his life to the 
growth and development of organized labor. 

His life was the subject of a book entitled “Growth of a Union, the 
Life and Times of Edward Flore,” by Jay Rubin and M. J. Obermeier, 
two of Mr. Flore’s associates. 

At the age of 33, Mr. Flore was elected president of the Hotel and 
Restaurant Employes’ Union. At that time the union had 43,000 mem- 
bers. Today the group claims a membership of more than a quarter of 
a ere a growth credited to Mr. Flore’s leadership and organizing 
ability. 

Last year, at a dinner held here in his honor, Mr. Flore told of his 
trials after becoming international president at a weekly salary of $50, 
which made the expense of an office prohibitive. He described how he 
and his bride, the former Mary K. Schneider, established union head- 
quarters in their home. He attributed his rise through the ranks to 
the assistance and interest of his wife. He served as a member of the 

| Erie County Board of Supervisors for 12 years. He was a member of 
the Elks and Eagles. 
Surviving are his wife, Mary Schneider Flore, four brothers, Albert, 
Arthur, William and Eugene Flore and a sister, Bertha Flore. 
Funeral services were held in Our Lady of Lourdes Church, Buffalo. 


‘AFL OFFICIALS GREET 
WORLD LABOR PARLEY 


NEW YORK (FP)—More than 300 officials of AFL inter- 
national and local unions sent fraternal greetings and wishes 
for success October 1st to the Paris world labor conference, 
officially boycotted by the AFL. 

The cable expressed the “hope that soon the AFL will heed 
the wishes of its membership 
and decide to make common 
cause with you in shaping a 
happier world of the future.” 


Pointing out that “the as- 
piration of labor, the world over, is 
for security and well-being of all,” 
the unionists said these could be 
achieved ‘only “through united ef- 
forts of the trade unions of all na- 


tions working toward these com- 
mon objectives.” 

Signers of the cable, sent 
through the Committee for AFL 
participation in a World Trade 
Union Federation, include offi- 
cials connected with 42 AFL 
internationals and 125 local un- 
ions and central bodies in 25 
cities, representing every im- 
portant craft and section in the 
U.S. 

Among the 42 internationals rep- 
resented are the Machinists. Car- 
penters, Operating Engineers, the 
Teamsters, Electricians, Painters, 
Printing Trades, Hotel and Restau- 
rant, Hatters, Bricklayers, Build- 
ing Service, State, County and Mu- 
nicipal Teachers, Motion Picture 
Operators and Musicians.

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THEY CLING TO WAR POWERS 


It is not new for politicians to cling to emergency powers, to 
attempt to project such powers into the future and retain controls 
over the lives of free people. That is the very history of govern- 
ment. The men who framed the constitution knew these facts. 
That is why they placed so many tight restrictions on the fed- 
eral government set up. 

Our constitution is not primarily a grant of powers: it is a 
denial of authority. It sets strict limits to the power that may be 
exercised by any branch of the national government. They may 
not lawfully go beyond the authority which is expressly spelled 
out in the constitution. 

In time of war, the powers of government—emergency pow- 
ers, only—are greatly extended. Civil liberties must be sur- 
rendered while the nation is in peril. The Office of Defense 
Transportation is an example. It was established for just one 
purpose: to coordinate all transportation facilities to win, the 
war. Insofar as motor carriers are concerned, the ODT was 
given authority to restrict the use of equipment so that there 
would be sufficient to take care of all of the demands of the 
military. That was and is the lawful limit of the ODT powers. 

Now that the war is over there is no longer the slightest 
color of excuse for retaining the ODT. It should be folded up 
immediately. It has served its purpose. But, running true to 
form, the ODT does not want to be folded up. It wishes to con- 
tinue its existence and its powers. It therefore usurped auth- 
ority to keep in effect its order banning retail deliveries. There | 
is good reason to believe that when the ODT decided to raise | 
the bars on November Ist, pressure groups of selfish interest | 
were ready to insist that the date be changed to January Ist, 
or far into 1946. 

Not only do emergency wartime bureaus try to become! 
permanent; though they may work fairly well during the actual | 
time of stress, they seldom prove useful or even endurable once | 
the danger has been removed. Here again the ODT is giving 
us a case in point. During the war it may have done a fairly 
good job. Now that the war is over it is getting in the way of 
the restoration of free competition and free enterprise. It is 
presuming to regulate business and competition in the interest 
of the selfish groups that profited most through its activities | 
during the war. 

The extension of Order 17, which bans or drastically limits 
retail truck deliveries, had nothing whatever to do with winning 
the war. But, it is interfering with the creating of thousands of 
jobs and is therefore hampering seriously the winning of the 
peace.— Washington Teamster, October 5, 1945.

MACHINISTS’ SEVERANCE 
PAY BILL INTRODUCED 
IN HOUSE 


NEW YORK — (FP) — HR 4150, 
providing severance pay for dis- 
placed war workers, has been intro- 
duced in the House by Rep. Em- 
manuel Celler (D., N.Y.) at the sug- 
gestion of the New York State 
Council of Machinists (AFL). 

Celler agreed to introduce the 
bill after a meeting with ma- 
chinists leaders in which they 
pointed out that severance pay 
could be provided for workers 

thrown out of jobs after V-E 

Day and V-J Day from $40 bil- 

lion in unexpended government 

appropriations for the war. 

The bill, which would amend the 
contract settlements act of 1944, 
authorizes employers who have 
been working on government con- 


tracts to pay severance money at| 


government expense to all workers 
who lost their jobs as a result of 
government contract cutbacks or 


terminations after victory in Eu- 


rope and the fina] end of the war. 

Workers employed in govern- 
ment war work from three to six 
months would get one week pay, 
from six months to a year, a weeks 
pay, from one to two years, four 
weeks pay and more than two 


years, eight weeks pay. Payment | 


would be computed by multiplying 
the basic hourly wage rate received 
at the time of termination of em- 
ployment by 40 hours. Workers re- 
fused payment by their former em- 


ployers could file claims for sever- | 
ance pay at the U. S. Employment 


Service.
